ENGLISH SUMMARY 

1. The Navaho Institute, convening in New York last 
month, discusses the Navaho problem in its many aspects 
and draws up several resolutions recommending appropri¬ 
ate action. Among these are resolutions regarding liter¬ 
acy, schools, welfare, peyote, irrigation, loans to veterans, 
and equal rights for all racial groups in our democracy. 

2. After the close of The Navaho Institute meeting in 
New York, Sam Ahkeah in company with his secretary 
Murphy Spencer, went on to Washington where they ap¬ 
peared before the Senate Public Land Indian Affairs Sub¬ 
committee. There they discussed the Wheeler-Howard 
Act (which the Navaho rejected when they voted on it 
several years ago). 

3. The Navaho Returned Students Association draws 
up a resolution outlining the fact that the resources neces¬ 
sary for heat, light, and power are readily available at 
Shiprock, and therefore request constuction of adequate 
school and hospital facilities there. 

4. Judge Curley, with Dr. G. A. Boyce and Mrs John 
Kirk, spoke over the Gallup Radio Station KGAK. They 
discussed what Gallup means to the Navaho. Judge Cur¬ 
ley told about its historical significance to his people, and 
made recommendations that the town be cleaned up. 

5. Chee Dodge leaves an estate valued at over two 
hundred thousand dollars to his four children. 

6. Art work, done by Navaho and Hopi school children, 
will be exhibited at the Museum of Northern Arizona. It 
will be judged, and cash prizes will be paid winners. 

7. Changing environment since the advent of the white 
man has made ever increasing demands on the Navaho to 
adapt themselves apace. Schools were long ago recognized 
as essential to these cultural adaptations. However, the 
Navaho have never had enough schools, and even many 
years ago children were sent far away to get an education. 
But they learned only the white man's way of life, so they 
were strangers when they returned to their own people. 
A demand for schooling on the part of the Navaho has 
made it necessary to send a number of children away to 
off-reservation schools this year. However, they will be 
at home during the summer months, so they will not get 
out of contact with their people. 

8. A "man” turns out to be a woman. "He" registered 
for Selective Service, but did not turn up for examination. 
The F.B.I. finally caught "him" and found out that "he" 
was a woman. "He" even had a wife! 

9. A curious Navaho at The Wingate Ordnance Depot 
found a high explosive shell. He took it home and took it 
apart! It is a wonder he didn't kill himself.

1 8. Navaho veterans who have not filed for terminal 
leave pay have until next September (1947) to do so.
